STRANGE “GHARGE AGAINST TING 
FUTA 


(Foochow Herald, 29th Sept.) 

It is reported as a fact among the Chi- 
nese that orders have been received from 
Peking, by the Viceroy and Governor 
General of Canton, to have Ting Jih 
Chang, commonly..Jmown amongst foreign- 
ers as Ting Futat, and formerly a Governor 
of this ‘Provitics, brought up for trial upon 
charge of the murdér of. a certain Hsin 
Tsai, and that, in consequence, two Wi 
yuiins were sent from Canton by the Vice- 
roy, to escort him from. Chow-Chow-foo 
(Swatow), (the residence of Ting,) te Can- 
ton, Ting Futai, sv it is Reported, has pre- 
tended to be sick, and promised the Viceroy 
to rt in an appearance a6 soon ns he gets 
well, but the current rumor is that Ting is 
merely trying to gain time so ss to work 
his case up and yet out of the difficulty by 
either paying an indemnity to the relatives 
of the Hsiu Tsai, or by smoothing his way 
with the High Authoritics: The canse of 
the alleged wurdor originated, so it i naid, 
through -the Hgiu Tsai sending an anony- 
mous letter, through the medium of a native

AFFAIRS IN IRELAND. 

‘The Irish question was the leading topic 
of the week within which the dates of the 
English telygrams cone, Gavin Duify was 
to he asked to re-enter political life, and in 
cage of a yacancy oceurting in a popylar 
county constituency jn Irvland, which was 
anticipated, he was ty be requested ty be- 
come a candidate, . The landlords, it was 
said, viewed with alarm the appnintment of 
John Givan as -Assistant- Commissioner 
under.the Land Act.» They. declare that 
Givan. is a pronounced -partisan of the 
tenant right.

THE PARLIAMENTARY ELECTIONS. 

The session of: ‘Parliament was barely 
over when the political parties were thrown 
into.a atate of the koonest oxcitement by 
, the elections which have resulted : from 
‘deaths and: official appointments, In the 
‘ élections at’ Edinburgh and at Leeds, tho 
: Conservatives .wore allowed to go by de- 
| fault, but the leaders of tho party were so 
< be-rated for their supinentss that they put 
‘orth an effort and brought forward candi- 
‘ dates for the. nothern division of Durham 
‘and Lincolnshire. James Lowther, who 
! came forward for North Lincolushire, throw 
himself into the contest heart and soul, and 
challenged a decision on the basis of protec- 
tion, or as it is more tellingly styled, .“‘ fair 
trade.” “Lincolnshirs: has never been a 
hearty free-trade county, and the bad 
weather had put the farmers in alhumor to 
listen to anything that promised to turn 
prosperity their way. Lowther was there- 
‘ore elected. by a large majority. The 
significance of this election is fully recog- 
nized by the Liberal papers, 


disaster came the news of a second defeat 
-in North Durham, where, on the 2nd Sopt. 
Sir George Elliott was returned by a _majo- 
rity of-652 over the Liboral candidate, Laing. 
The .former obtained 6606 votes, against 
4954 in favor of the latter.. This result is 
doubtless” partly. due. to the Irish vote, 
which is quite strong ‘in the Constituency, 
but probably. ‘still more owing to the grow- 
ing feeling in favor of protection, As the 
result of the election only came to hand 


yet, had no time to express their opinion 
thereon, The Conservatives had taken 
heart‘from the Lincolnshire election and 
decided to contest the Berwick vacancy, 
and Cambridge,-Tyrone and Monaghan atill 
remained. to be contested ; the result in 
these districts. is awaited with great-con- 
cern by the Liberals lenders. It was quite 
evident that during the Winter campaign, 
Free Trade would ‘have to be fought over 
again, 

The Cambridgeshiro. election would test 
the sincerity of the farmers’ demand for 
land roform. The Liberat candidate, the 
Marquis of Blandford, .is the eldest son of 
ithe Duke of Marlborotgh, and a brother 
of Lord Randolph Churchill, The Marquis 
has ‘been living in. retirement, in conse- 

nence ‘of the Aylesford divorce scandal, 

e has published articles denouncing land 
monopoly, and is now abandoning the prac- 
tice of his houso,. and stands. on the Jand 
movopoly platform. The Monaghan con- 
test was a fair fight between Land League 
and Liberal. It gives the Irish farmers an 
opportunity to give their opinions ox the 
Land Act, The Guinesses are starting two 
woollen factories; and the Midland Great 
Western ‘Railway lias resolved to aid ma- 
nufacturing enterprises,
